Largest of the projects In the 
adjacent area Is the South Park 
(Avalon) and Carmellta area, 
which called for work to cost 
(15,650. according to figures sup­ 
plied by Rood Commissioner 
George Jones.

The move Is expected to have 
the effect of providing employ­ 
ment for several hundred men.
